EE AS byour P2oclamation of the fifteenth day of Auguſt 
laſt, concerning the due payment of Rents, Quit⸗rents, and all 
other Honeys payable to His Majeſtie, Cle gave ſuch pꝛemoniti⸗ 
on to all perſons concerned of the dangers that the Failers therein 
would inturre, as we well hoped would have freed ns from the 
neceſſity of exertiſina the utmoſt rigour againſt them which we 
have fozbo2r.. -3 1, _ I tre aſure could by any means be pꝛovided 
fo2 the Army and Civil Liſt, which in great part hath been ſup- 
plyed out of England by His Majeſties Care and Tenderneſs 
to His Subjects of this Kingdom 3; but finding that our 
Lenity which ſhould have quickned Defaulters, Hath rather 
made them Pzeſumptuous in detaining his Majeſties Dues, 

beyond what was adb:ntured in the late times of Uſurpation, when His Ma⸗ 

jelkies Subjects lay under heavier Burdens and Tares Muarterly, than they do now 
in the whole Pear; And Collecto2s, Keceivers and Accountants in molt Counties to fail in 
their payments and acconnts, by means whereofche Army is now become near thzee months 
in arrear ſince the landing of Us the Loꝛd Lieutenant in this Kingdom, though there be ſut- 
ficent due to his Majeſty to diſcharge the ſame. A> {le the Lozd Lieutenant intendingthat 
the Army ſhall ſhoztly take the Field and c0.1tiniie abꝛoad much of the Summer. To 
the end there may be a timely pꝛoviſion fo? the Amy, and all burthening wis Majeſties 

Subjects by Billet oꝛ freequarter pꝛevented, and che Civil Liſt duely ſatisfied foꝛ the tarry 

ing on the Adminiſtration of Civil Juſtite: 

Wle do hereby declare that if any perſon o2 perſons ſhall fail in payment of their Eaſter 
Rents, quit-Rents with all Arrears of Rent and ocher moneys due and payable by them 
at the receipt of the Erchequer, at oꝛ befoze the laſt day of Eaſter Term next, 02 if any Far- 
mer by Inland Erciſe oꝛ any perſon accountable foꝛ any part of the duty of Exciſe, oꝛ New 
Impoſt, Cuſtoms, Subſidies, Compoſitions,the money due foꝛ Fire Hearths, places nſed fo? 
fireing and ſtoves, 02 other ſums of money, ſhall fail to account foꝛ and make due payment 
of what they are reſvectively charaeable with. at the dayes and times whereon the lame are 


02 mall be due and payable, and at furtheſt betoꝛe the end of the ſaid Eaſter Term fo2 what 
ſhall be by that time due, and foꝛ what ſhall thence fozth grow due o2 payable at the days 
and times to which they are obliged oꝛ ſhall be appointed by our very good Lo2d Arthur Earl 
of Angleſey, His Majeſties Uice-Lreaſurer andReceiver General, oꝛ the Court of Erchec.aer, 
they mult expect, that beſide the obſervation which we ſhall make of the diſaffection of ſuch 
as by withholding his Majeſties Dues, do, as much as in them 1yes, diſtreſs the Armp and 
Government, they muſt expect the ſtricteſt and moſt coercive courſe ſhall be taken with ſuch, 
by ſending Purſivants fo? them, taking Diſtreſſes and otherwiſe. And Cle do hereby further 
Declare, that we ſhall require from time to time from the laid Uice-treaſnrer an account of the 
vigoꝛous Execution of this our Pꝛoclamation, to whom we ſhall alſo give Aſſiſtance by the 
power of this Board, as we ſhall finde there is occaſion, and take oꝛder foꝛ the diſplacing and 
puniſhing ſuch Dfficers, Collectoꝛs and others as ſhall be found Tranſgꝛeſſoꝛs of their Duty 
and this our P2oclamation. 

And to the end all his Ma jeſties Subjects whom it may concern may take notice hereof, 
and yield doe and undelaped obedience there*1nco, Cle do require the pꝛincipal Officers of every 
Citie and Town Coꝛpoꝛate, and the High Sheriff of every County to cauſe this Pꝛoclamati⸗ 
on to be publiſhed and fired vp publickly in the pꝛintipal Shire towns, and alſo at the ſaid 
Sberitts Connty-Courts, and in all Cities and Market⸗ Towns, and other P:rhlike places, 
and parts of their Counties, immediately atcer receipt thereof, and to qive an account tothis 
Voard of their ſo doing, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils.
